Times," a dally newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which Indicated that

The date Mosque jft originated In New York City

broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced In 
New York City on March Vk $ 1964; that he had formed the 
Muslim Mosque, Incorporated {mMI). The MMI, according to 
the article, would be a broadly based politically oriented 
black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions, m this public statement MALCOLM X 
urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence when 
It is necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle 
clubs to protect their lives and property in times of 
emergencies In areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
islamic principgiij " The principal place of worship to 
be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

During an appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X stated that 
the MMI does not stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom, justice, and equality for Negroes. He stated 
that Islam was the religious philosophy of the MMI, while 
the political, economic and social philosophy was black 
nationalism.

MUSLIM MOSQUE. INCORPORATED 






The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York 
Tiroes," a dally newspaper published In New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) and Minister of NOI Mosque *Jl , New York, who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced In 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the 
Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to 
the article, would be a broadly based politically oriented 
black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions. In this public statement MALCOLM X 
urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence when 
it 1b necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle 
clubs to protect their lives and property in times of 
emergencies in areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the " MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to 
be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

During an appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X stated that 
the MMI does not stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom, Justice, and equality for Negroes. He stated 
that Islam was the religious philosophy of the MMI, while 
the political, economic and social philosophy was black 
nationalism. 

On May 15, 1964, a confidential source advised that 
the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128, Hotel 
Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue. New York City, where they were 
established on March 16, 1964.

Ih January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD has described his organization on a nationwide 
baslB as the "Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples 
of Islam". 

On July 10, 1963, a second source advised 
ELIJAH MUHAMMAD Is the national leader of the Natlen of 
Islam (NOI); Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2,5335 
South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, Is the national 
headquarters of the NOI; anduin mid-1960, MUHAMMAD and 
other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S organization 
on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or 
"Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of 
Islam". 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 In Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United StateB. Members following MUHAMMAD'S teachings 
and Tils' interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils", in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon". 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States.

On May 5, 1958* the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and Instructions to his ministers concerning 
the principles of his organization In order to avoid 
possible prosecution, by the United States Government;

the teachings of his organization. 




On July aO, 19-63, a third source advised MUHAMMAD 
had early in July, 1968, decided to de-emphasize the 
religious aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress 
the economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes who 
Joined the NOI.

On Kay 5* 1964, a source advised that the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) affiliate in New York City 1b known as 
Mosque #7, also known as Temple #T, and is located at 
102 Vest 116th Street, New York City. Mosque #7 is 
part of the NOI headed by ELUAH MUHAMMAD, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, Illinois. Mosque #J has two 
branches; Mosque jfTB at 105-03 Northern Boulevard, 
Queens, New York City, and Mosque #TC at 120 Madison 
Street, Brooklyn, New York. These branches are part 
of Mosque #f. 

The date Mosque #T originated in New York City 
is not known. 

However, in connection with the origin of 
Mosque #7, it should be noted that in 1953 a second source 
advised that there w^s a Temple of the NOI (known to source 
then as the Muslim Cult of Islam) in New York City located 
at 135th Street and 7th Avenue, as far back as 1947.

"The effect of what he (MalcoL-n X) told university students 
In thia city still revorttratcs in this land of forty million 
people - good people, friendly people eager to reich across 
the sea to us» But many of the young men and wonen in this 
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town now shu£-.*er when they think of us - for Malcolm X \J 
was here, brutalizing us, charging us (United States) 
for being J vast national torture chamber.

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
196^, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the » \ 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic ^ 
Palth and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to 
be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

During an appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X stated that 
the MMI does not stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom, Justice, and equality for Negroes.

On May 5, 1964 , a source advised that the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) affiliate in New York City la known as 
Mosque #7, also known as Temple #T, and Is located at 
102 West 116th Street, New York City. Mosque #7 Is 
part of the NOI headed by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, with head- 
quarters In Chicago, Illinois. Mosque #J has two 
branches; Mosque #TB at 105-03 Northern Boulevard, 
Queens, New York City* and Mosque #TC at 120 Madison 
Street, Brooklyn, New York. These branches are part 
of Mosque #f. 

The date Moaque #7 originated In New York City 
Is not known. 

However, In connection with the origin of 
Mosque #7* it should be noted that in 1953 a second source 
advised that there was a Temple of the NOI (known to source 
then as the Muslim Cult of Islam) in New York City located 
at 135th Street and 7th Avenue, as far back as 19&7.

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (MOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 9335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the national headquarters of the MOI; and in mid-1960 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" 
or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

The NOI Is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States, 
Members following MUHAMMAD'S teachings and his interpretation Ox 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the so- 
called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white 
devils," in the United States; and that the white race, b<yc**ise or 
its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will La des- 
troyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon."

On May 8, 1964, a source advised that the Fruit of 
iBlan (FOI) is a group within the Nation of Islam (NOI) coapoeed 
of male members of the HOI. The purpose of the FOI is to protect 
officials and property of the KOI, assure compliance of Members 
with KOI teachings, and to prepare for the "War of Armageddon." 
■embers of the FOI are required to participate in military drill 
and are afforded the opportunity to engage in Judo training. 
The FOI is governed by a military system wherein the members 
are controlled by general orders similar to those issued by 
regular military organizations. 
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MUSLIM GIHLS TRAINING 



On May 19, I960, a source advised that the Muslim Girls 
Training (MGT) is a group within the Nation of Islam (NOI) and is 
composed of all female members of the NOI. The MGT is similar in 
structure to the Fruit of Islam (FOI), which is composed of male 
members of the NOI, in that the MGT has officers similar to 
military organizations to whom other female members are account- 
able. MGT members receive instructions in homeuaklng, hygiene, 
calisthenics, and other subjects such as Muslim history and the 
English language. There also exists a Junior MGT, which is 
composed of female members of the NOI who are between the ages 
of 15 and 19 and who are afforded military-type drill. 

Since 1957, various officers and "sisters" of the MGT 
have, at meetings of the MGT, used the term MGT so that it also 
means General Civilization Class. General Civilization Class 
refers to classes conducted within the MGT, 



- .The above refers to activities of the MGT at Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2., 5335 South Greenwood, Chicago, Illinois. 

On May 7, 1964, another source advised that the MGT 
is a group within the NOI which is composed of all female 
members of the NOI. The MGT is similar In structure to the 
FOI, which is composed of male members of the NOI. In theory, 
the MGT exists in all Temples of the NOI and is patterned after 
the MGT at Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, Chicago. General 
Civilization Class refers to the collective group of classes held 
within the MGT.

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York 
Tiroes," a dally newspaper published In New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which Indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) and Minister of NOI Mosque #7, New York, who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964* publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the 
Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMl). The MMI, according to 
the article, would be a broadly based politically oriented 
black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions. In this public statement MALCOLM X 
urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence when 
it is necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle 
clubs to protect their lives and property in times of 
emergencies in areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State- of -New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Palth and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to 
be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

During an appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X stated that 
the MMI does not stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom, justice, and equality for Negroes.

MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Suprtrae Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out or slavery la the wilder- 
ness of North America by estaoliehing en Independent black 
nation in -the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S 
teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran believe there 
is no such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are 
slaves of the white race, referred to as. "white devils," in 
the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHA?1MAD; have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States.

It was my lister 
Hilda who told me that Mr. Muhammad 
himself had been in prison, for drift 
dodging, and the suggested that I write 
to him. And on one visit the explained 
lo me the key lesson of Elijah Muham- 
mad's teachings, which I later teamed 
was the "demonology" thai every relig- 
ion hai Called "Vacub't History," once 
h is accepted by any Mack man, he will 
never again see the white man with the 
same eyes. 

First, the moon separated from the 
earth Then, the first humans. Original 
Man. were a blaet people They founded 
the Holy Chy Mecca. 

Among this black race were M wise 
tcicnlisu One of the scientists, n odds 
with the rest, created the esfwdaDy strong 
black tribe of Shiran, from which 
America's Negroes, so-called, descend. 

About 6.S00 yean ago, when TO per- 

percent were dissatisfied, was bom a 
"Mr. Vacub." He was bom to create 
trouble, to break (he peace, and to kill. 
His head was unusually large. When he 
•as four years old, he began school on 
the way to becoming highly educated. 

At the age of 18, Vacub had finished 
■B of hit nation's concges and universi- 
ties He was known as' "the big-head sci- 
ant in " Among many other things he had 
-earned how to scientifically breed race*. 

This big-head soernin, Mr. Yacvb, 
began preaching in the streets of Mecca, 
making such hosts of convent thai the 
authorities, increasingly c on c erned, *- 
nalry exiled him with hit 0.999 fotlowert 
to the island of Pumas — described in Ihe 
Bible at the island where John tuppoeedly 
received the message contained in Reve- 
lations in the New Testament.

Vacub, embincrcrt toward ABah now, 
rifrci c e o, at revenge, lo orate upon the 
earth ■ "deviT race— a bleached-out, 
t»*»Vr race of people!

I did write to The Honorable Elijah 
Muhammad. He tent me a typed reply. 
It had an in but electrical effect on me to 
actually tee Ihe signature of the Messen- 
ger of Allah. He told me to have courage- 
rii EVoi encuea iarnc money for me, ■ 
five-oouar bin. Mr. Muhammad to this 
day tends money all over the country to 
prison inmates who write to asm. 

I began pretty toon lo write to people 
in the hustling world thai I had known, 
such as my dose friend Sammy.

I would shV galvanised, hearing from

In 1934, ready to leave. Master W.D. 
Fend called to g eth e r all of hit ministers. 
He instructed them that Mr. Elijah 
Muhammad was lo be the Mrmnfgrr to 
the Lotl-Found Nation of Islam— who 
wai the black man— in the wilderness of 
North Amencs. 

■ieH r i n. ii Mailer W. D. Fard disappeared 
without a trace, 

Mr. Muhammad Invited me to live at 
hit home in Chicago while he trained me 
■tot month*. Than in March, 1954, Ihc 
Messenger moved me on lo Philadelphia. 
The City of Brother Love black people 
reacted faat And Philadelphia's Moaque 
No. 1 2 waa established by the end of M sy. 
It had taken a little under three months. 

The next month, because of thai Phila- 
delphia success, Mr. Muhammad ap- 
pointed me to be the minister of Moaque 
No. T— In vital New York City!

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THE LESSON OF MALCOLM X 

If Malcolm X were not ■ Negro, hii autobiography would be little more than t journal of abnormal psychology, the 
•lory of a burglar, dope pusher, addict and jailbird— with a family history ofinianity — who acquire* messianic de- 
luaioni and tcti forth to preach an upside-down religion of "brotherly" haired. What lendi importance to Malcolm 'i 
otherwise depressing ule is that he it a leader or the Black Muslims, a ton of Negro K.U Klus Klan. Nobody 
knowi just how large a following he hat, but unquestionably the milium hatred he preaches was behind some of the 
violence of the summer riots in the North, 

Society must share the blame for making Malcolm X the angry and possibly dangerous man thai he is. His story 
is the story of all the injustice still inflicted on his race; it begins in senseless cruelly and violence, moves through 
poverty and deprivation to the capricious murder of his father and his mother's insanity, through bis own easy drift 
into crime and long imprisonment, to— finally— the catharsis of a pteudoreliaious revejajioo. He is, in truth, the 
product or a world he never made. But he is also, like every other man, self-made. The same unjust world has also 
turned out a Martin Luther King, who has had to face the same deprivation* and senseless cruellies, yet through 
them has reached a personal serenity and religious revelation founded on the idea or brotherly love. America may 
consider itself lucky that in a large poll which Tht New York Timti look in Harlem— by coi nc id en ce, just before 
the riots— King had more than 12 timet at many followers at Malcolm X. We say lucky, because this fact shows, 
more patience, forbearance and trust among Negroes than their past treatment has justified. 

America has been lucky like that for a long time. The persecuted, neglected, mistreated Negro rninority would 
have seemed a perfect setup lor Communist agitators— and Lenin proved that a very small minority, properly or- 
ganised, can overthrow a stale. Yet it is a tribute to the inherent loyalty and good tense of the American Negro that 
the Communists could never make any real headway among them. It it likely that Malcolm X won't either. It would 
be understandable if all the ignorant hatreds of the Ku Klua Klan created a black-robed mirror image of revenge. 
But Negroes, by and large, are not vengeful. 

Unlike Malcolm X, mutt of them would laugh al Mr. Elijah Muhammad's childlike fantasy that the "white 
devil" it a genetic aberration from the "natural man," the Negro, who will regain hit rightful maatery when "the 
black original race (gives) birth to one whose wisdom, knowledge and power would he infinite." Yet this fantasy it 
no more childish than the solemn conviction of miiny a Mississippi fundamentalist that God has doomed Negroes to 
eternal inferiority as the "sons of Ham," condemned to be "hewers of wood and drawen of water." Though no man, 
as Jefferson warned, is born booted and spurred with the right to ride on the backs of hit fellows, some of the Missis- 
sippi delegates to the Democratic convention in Atlantic City seemed to be still under that misapprehension. 

The lesson of Malcolm X. and the lesson or the Mississippi showdown at Atlantic City, is that 19 million Negro 
Americans, who are equally taxed in all respects, still do not get equal representation, politically or otherwise. Teae- 
lion without representation is still tyranny, and until all Americans join in providing every ciliaen with the rights of 
ejliienahip, we shall be lucky if Malcolm X is not succeeded by even weirder and more virulent •

MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilder- 
ness of North America by establishing an independent black 
nation- In the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD 1 S 
teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran 1 * believe there 
is no such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are 
slaves of the white race, referred to as "white devils," in 
the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "war of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States.
